Very recently Messrs T. Benson 
and G. Cormie, representatives of 
the Dominion and Provincial De- 
partments of Agriculture—poultry 
branch—called upon me in further- 
ance of the government's egg mar- 
keting organization, 

For several years this work has 
been carried on in the far eastern 
portion of the Dominion with very 
marked success. The excellent re- 
sults obtained have caused the offi- 
cials to push the method far and 
wide so all Canadians, either as 
producers or consumers of eggs, 
might be benefitted by the scientific 
marketing of this most valuable 
food product; and most emphatic- 
ally so, now that war conditions 
are proving the great need of pre- 
serving to our use*the best of food 
in the best way. 

At the recent Convent’on cf sec- 
retaries ot the U.F°A. Mr Benson 
addressed the house on this subject 
and was listened to with deepest 
interest. In the discussion that 
followed it was made clear that it 
would be desirable to assemble the 
eggs as much as possible through 
the medium ot the U.F.A, and in 
consequence these gentlemen visi- 
ted m2 as Secretary of that organi- 
zation. 

It is planned now by these gen- 
tlemen to visit this neighbourhood 
in the very near future and after 
asking the secretary of each school 
district around Strathmore to post 
up notices ot meetings to address 
these meetings at the given date. 
They will then fully explain all 
details of the plan, which are so 
thorough and yet so simple, that no 
number of eggs will be too small or 
too great to be handled in this 
manner. They wfll be sent to Cal- 
gary, where the Government cand- 
ling station is established, and 
graded as ‘‘specials,” ‘‘ firsts,’ or 
* seconds,” and the cash returns 
sent in a few days to the collect- 
ing agent. Of course all questions 
at these meetings will be gladly an- 
swered by these experts who have 
a wide and thorough experience in 
all details of this great work. 
Shortly a poultry fattening plant

NORTH-WEST LAND 
REGULATIONS 


THE sole head of a family or any male over 7 

vears old, may homestead a quarter section of 
avaiable Dominion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta. The applicant must appear in person 
atthe Dominion Lands Agency or Sub-Agency for 
the district. Enuy by proxy may be male at any 
Domivion Lands Agency, but not sub-agency oo 
certain conditions 

Truthes—Six montas residence upon aad cultivation 
of the land in each of three years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres on certain conditions. A 
habitable house is required except whese residence 
in performed in the vicinity 

In certain districts a homesteader in good stawd- 
‘mg may pre-empt a qviarter-section alongside his 
hemestead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in each of tnree 
years after earning homestead patent also 50 acres 
extracultivation, Pre-emption patent may be obtain- 
ed as soon at homestead patent on certain conditions.
